SUNDAY MORNING FIRE 

Burns the First House Built at 
the Opening of Earlingtpn's 



PROPERTY OF TWO 

FAMILIES DESTROYED 



The first house built in Earl 
ington, at the time coal minimi 
in Hopkins couuty had its be- 
ginning, was burned Sunday 
morning about nine o'clock. The 
house was built for a boarding 
house and was located near the 
opening of No. 11 mine of the 
St, Bernard Coal Co., the first 
commercial coal mioe ever 
opened in Hopkins county. It 
was built in 1870 under contract 
by the late John Osburn, of 
Madisonville, and among those 
who worked with him on the 
joh were Isaiah Fox, of Earling- 
ton, recently deceased, a n d 
Fioren Simons, of Madisonville. 
Thelumljer in the house was 
«awed by Felix McEuen, father 
ofThos McEuen, of this place, 
and J. V. McEuen, of St. 
Charles, at his mill then located 
between No. 11 nine and II' cla. 
Mr. McEuen h is been dead sonie 
years. 

At the time this house was lie- 
ins: built D. W. Umstead was 
helping to frame the timbers for 
the first No. 11 tipple. This was 
the first job Mr. Umstead worked 
on for the St. Bernard Company, 
starting as he did 011 the first 
construction planned. The tim- 
bers were framed in the bottom 
between No. it mine and Hecla, 
the work being done under cou- 
tract with the late Frank Bour- 
land, of Madisonville. / 
The first landlady to run this 
pioneer boarding house was Mrs 
Germaine, a French widow, who 
presided over the house for sev- 
eral years. During her residence 
here Mrs. Germaine married 
Zack Richards, then a miner in 
the employ of the St. Bernard 
Coal Co. Mr. Richards after- 
ward bought a good farm in the 
Charleston countrv, where both 
are still living and doing well. 

The destruction of the old 
aud mark of early mining opera- 
:ions here naturally put thp old- 
er citizens in a reminiscent mood 
and brought out the details re- 
lated above. Among other things 
the story of an almost fatal 
injury inflicted on one of our old 
citizens at the building of the 
first No. 11 tipple. Robt. W. 
Wood helped to raise this tipple. 
One of the bents fell, striking 
him on the shoulder, a glancing 
blow, and brushing him out of 
the way. He escaped death by 
but a few inches and was dis- 
bled several weeks. 
The old two story house was 
ccupied at the time of the fire 
by two colored men, Geo. Wil- 
liams aud Jno. McCain, with 
their families. The fire origi- 
nated in the side occuppied by 
Williams, which was closed up 
at the time, the family having 
e visitiug after breakfast. 
That half of the house was gutted 
b> flames before the fire was dis- 
covered by the family in the other 
half, and the latter were just 
s to get themselves aud a very 
few belongings out. The loss of 
household effects amounts to 
about $200 for each family. Two 
smaller houses are to be built at 
once on the old site.

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COURT ORDERS 
That Mayor Vickers Recognize J. D. Sory 



Yost & Laffoon, attorneys for 
Councilman J. D. Sory filed a 
petition in the circuit court Fri- 
day asking that a writ of man- 
damus be issued against I. N.

ordered the city clerk to refuse 
to recognize plaintiff as a mem- 
ber of said council. 

Ten days notice was given 
Mayor Vickers to answer the pe- 
tition, when plaintiff asks for an 
absolute mandamus against the 
mayor to prevent further inter- 
ferences with his rights, but 
pending this ten days he asked a 
temporary restraining order 
against the mayor, which was 
granted by the court.

FIGHT OVER CROSSING- 

L & N. Engine Now Out of Wiy and 
Traction Company Will Put in 
Craning. 

Mount Vernon, Ind., May 21. 
—The L. & N. railroad, by their 
attorneys, appeared in Judge 
Welborn's court this morning 
and agreed to allow the Evans- 
ville an 1 Mount Veruon traction 
line to place their crossing at 
Caborn in position, Wednesday 
afternoon between 2 and 3:30 
o'clock without' any further 
trouble. 

The engines, which have been 
blockading the disputed crossing 
have been ordered back to Ev- 
ansville and up uutil a late hour 
last night the crossing was un- 
obstructed. 
I The trouble first started two 
weeks ago when Judge Welborn 
issued a temporary restraining 
order restraining the traction 
company from putting in the 
crossing. This order was i later 
dissolved and last Friday, be- 
tween the hours of 2 and 3:30, 
was set as the time for placing 
the crossing in position 

The traction company were on 
hand with their laborers and al- 
ready had their crossing put to- 
gether. At this juncture, in 
spite of the order of the court, 
the L. & N. stepped in and took 
the law into their own hands by 
placing two engines at the cross- 
ing point and effectually block- 
ading the work. 

The tractiou company, wishing 
to stay inside the law, asked for 
an injunction restraining the L. 
& N. people from a further 
blockade. 

This came up today and Judge 
Welborn set next Wednesday, 
between the hours of 2 and 3:30 
o'clock as the time for the cross- 
ing to be laid, to which the L. 
& N- agreed without further 
protest, and as they have ordered 
their blockading engines back to 
Evansville it would appear that 
they intend to fulfill their agree- 
ment to the letter.

How the People of Kentucky Are Dis- 
franchised, and How the People 
Can Right Thli Wrong. 

To the People of Kentucky: At the 
last regular session of the General 
Assembly an act was passed dividing 
the State Into 100 Representative dis- 
tricts, which has been approved by 
the Governor and clothed with all the 
outer habiliments or forms of law. 
The Constitution of Kentucky pro- 
vides, among other things, that: 

"The First General Assembly after 
the adoption of this Constitution shall 
divide the State into thirty eight Sen- 
atorial districts, and one hundred Rep- 
resentative districts, as nearly equal 
In population as may be without di- 
viding any county except where a 
county may lncludo more than one 
district, which districts shall consti- 
tute the Senatorial and Represents 
tlve districts for ten years. Not more 
than two counties shall be Joined to- 
gether to form a Representative dis- 
trict: Provided, In doing so the prin-

Tito cor.:r.-.:ttr>. ifUr a careful con- 
sideration of the law and the facts, 
have agreed that it is the duty of our 
people to contest the acf/B of the Gen 
eral Assembly of May 3, WM; .June 
28, 1893; March U, 1S9S, ami the act 
of March, 1906, and we have the ut- 
most confidence that with the proper 
effort each and all of these alleged 
laws will he set aside and held for 
naught, and that the Legislature will 
be reconvened and laws more in ac- 
cordance with Justice, right and the 
Constitution will be enacted. 

We deem it prudent that various 
suits be filed against each act and In 
every form and manner that such 
suits have been filed in our sister 
States, so that there can be no ques- 
tion that some ot the number are 
properly brought, and will, therefore, 
have to be decided upon their merits. 

We have secured eminent counsel 
to take charge of the litigation in be- 
half of the people, and it will require 
considerable money to pay the ex- 
penses of these various suits, give our 
chosen counsel a moderate fee lor 
their services and the actual expense 
Incurred by the committee in prose- 
cuting the contests In the courts. The 
committee is serving without salary 
or hope of any financial reward for its 
services In the matter. 

This Is not a party matter, as It 
strikes at the very root of the prlncl- 
d the equal 
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ipective of party affllla- 

this contest for the preservation of 
the rights of the people, and to aid us 
both with voice, pen and purse in our 
efforts to assert and maintain the con- 
stitutional rights of Kentuckians. 

According to the census of 1900 the 
State of Kentucky had a population of 
2,147,174, which made the average 
Representative district 21,471. By 
House Bill No. 216, which became a 
law at the last regular session of the 
Legislature, twenty-four of the one 
hundred districts so created have ft 
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The committee having occasion to 
also consider thy acts of the Legisla- 
ture of May 3, and June 28, 1893, di- 
viding the State into Senatorial and 
Representative districts, and also the 
act of March 11, 1898, dividing the 
State into Congressional districts, 
found that they were each and all 
grossly unfair and violative of the 
State or Federal law governing the 
subject. 

As evidence that we are not mis- 
taken In our views on this mutter we 
attach hereto tables showing a num- 
ber of Senatorial and Representative 
districts taken from the various acts 
as well m all the Congressional dis- 
tricts under the act of 1898. 

These figures taken from the act3 
and the census of the State speak 
more eloquently and strongly than 
anything your committee can say on 
the subject, and need but little com- 
ment at our hands. 

That we havo a remedy against the 
violation of the supreme law of the 
State and the United States mauif It- 
ed in these various acts of the Legis- 
lature seems to be too clear for dis- 
pute or argument. 

The courts of the country have not 
regarded apportionment acts as excep- 
tions to the rule that Legislatures are 
bound by constitutional limitations in 
the enactment pf laws, and that If 
they dlsiegard them It is the function 
of the courts to so declare: McPher- 
son vs. Blacker, 146 U. S. 1: Prowty 
vs. Borer, 11 Kansas 235; State vs. 
Van Duyn, 24 Neb. 586; State vs. 
Campbell. 4S Ohio 435; State vs. Mur- 
phy, 24 Florida 29; People vs. Thomp- 
son, 155 Illinois 451; Parker vs. State, 
133 Indiana 178; State vs. Cunning- 
ham, 81 Wisconsin 1; Glddings vs. 
Blacker, 93 Michigan lj Morris vs. 
Wrlghtsou, 56 New Jersey Law, 126; 
People vs. Rice, 135 New York, 472; 
People vs. Van Bokkelen, 73 North 
Carolina 198. 

The courts of New York, New Jer- 
sey, Indiana, Michigan, Wisconsin and 
North Carolina have set aside and de- 
clared void apportionment acts, and in 
all the States that have so far had 
occasion to pass upon the validity of
